Subject:— Import Policy for ‘Cinematograph films’, not exposed ( S. No. 

116/IV), Leader films [S. No. 92(b)/V] and Electric carbons 
[£>’. No. 46 (h)/II] during April—September, 1958 licensing 
period. 

No. 31-ITC(PN)/58.—Attention of importers is invited to the entries 
against S. No. 116/IV in Section II of the current Red Book from which it 
will be seen that Cinematograph films, not exposed (S. No. 116/IV) were 
to be licensed on a quota of 40% Gen. and 40% Soft during the current 
half year. 

2. As a result of certain representations received from trade 
and 'industry the position has been reviewed and it has been 
decided to increase the quota for cinematograph films, not exposed 
(S. No. 116/IV) from 40% Gen. and 40% Soft to 60% Gen. and 60% Soft. 
Established Importers who have already submitted applications should 
make applications for supplementary licences. Other established impor¬ 
ters may make applications on the basis of the enhanced quota percent¬ 
age now annoimced. 

3. It has also been decided that Additional licences to established 
importers will also be granted on an ad hoc basis for small values for 
import of— 

(a) Leader films [S. No. 92(b)/V], and 

(b) Electric carbons [S. No. 46(b)/II.] 

Established importers should submit applications in the prescribed form 
and manner to the licensing authorities at the ports.
